a) Claims 1-12 and 17, directed to method and apparatus for use in controlling 
the processing of a structure by determining the thickness of the structure by applying 
optical measurements. 

b) Claim 13, directed to method and apparatus for use in controlling the 
processing of a structure by determining the thickness of the structure by using 
spectral data 

c) Claim 14, directed to method and apparatus for use in controlling a material 
removal process from a structure by determining the thickness of the structure by 
using spectral data. 
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d) Claim 15, directed to method and apparatus for use in controlling a material 
deposition process on a structure by determining the thickness of the structure by 
using spectral data. 

e) Claim 16, directed to method and apparatus for use in controlling a material 
deposition process on a patterned structure by determining the thickness of the 
structure by using spectral data.
